Report  by  Redevelopment  Agency  concerning  the  Fillmore  Center 
Project .

The  Clerk  announced  that  the  Board  was  in  receipt  of  a  letter 
from  Mr.  Leroy  King,  President,  San  Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency, 
indicating  his  desire  to  participate  in  the  discussion  on  this 
project  but  that  a  previous  commitment  will  not  permit  him  to  appear. 

Supervisor  Kennedy  stated  the  reason  for  requesting  a  report 
from  the  Redevelopment  Agency  is  to  determine  what  changes  have 
occurred  since  the  developer  of  the  Fillmore  Center  Project  has 
changed  and  how  this  change  impact  on  the  project. 

Mr.  Edward  Helfeld.  Executive  Director,  San  Francisco 
Redevelopment  Agency,  apologized  for  the  absence  of  the  President 
and  emphasized  the  following  paragraph  of  Mr.  King's  letter: 

"We  and  the  City  should  be  proud  of  the  commitment  by  the 
developer.   They  were  able  to  remove  and  replace  the  former  general 
contractor  and  deal  with  the  millions  of  dollars  of  cost  overruns 
without  losing  one  day  of  work  on  the  job.   Our  staff  is  capable  and 
monitors  affirmative  action  and  the  rent-up  process.   Our  goal  is  to 
produce  good  housing  with  a  wide  range  of  af f ordability ,  jobs  and 
other  economic  benefits  to  the  community." 

On  the  question  of  the  status  of  permits,  it  was  reported  all 
permits  are  caught  up.   Mr.  Helfeld  further  stated  that  the  project 
still  contains  the  affordable  housing,  affirmative  action  and 
affirmative  marketing  components.   He  requested  that  Mr.  Morris 
Philips,  project  developer  representative,  be  allowed  to  speak. 

Privilege  of  the  Floor 

There  being  no  objection,  on  motion  by  Supervisor  Kennedy, 
seconded  by  Supervisor  Hallinan,  the  privilege  of  the  floor  was 
granted  to  Mr.  Morris  Philips. 

Mr.  Philips  reported  that  the  work  force  is  65  percent 
minorities  of  which  thirty-three  percent  are  Western  Addition 
residents  and  contains  women  and  Blacks.   He  further  stated  that 
there  are  twenty-one  major  construction  trades  and  14  or  two-thirds 
of  the  work  force  is  in  excess  of  fifty  percent  minorities.

Today  the  Finance  Committee  is  presenting  for  your  approval 
amendments  to  the  proposed  Fiscal  Year  1989-90  budget.   We  are 
presenting  you  with  a  policy  document  as  well  as  a  budget  document. 
This  is  a  document  which  reflects  stability  as  well  as  transition. 
It  also  represents  hard  work  and  hard  choices. 

My  colleagues  on  the  Finance  Committee,  Vice-Chair  Doris  Ward 
and  Supervisor  Terence  Hallinan,  share  my  confidence  in  this  budget 
and  join  me  in  recommending  it  to  you. 

The  materials  accompanying  this  Budget  Message  include  the 
f ol  lowing : 

-Bound  Document:  Amendment  of  Budget  Items  Recommended  by 

the  Finance  Committee; 
-Narrative  Summary  by  Budget  Analyst  Harvey  Rose  of  the 

Finance  Committee  recommendations. 
-Letter  from  Mayor  Agnos  dated  June  28th  in  response  to  the 
Finance  Committee's  request  for  changes  to  his  proposed 
budget . 
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The  Finance  Commlttet  has  endeavored  Co  build  upon  th* 
wo  1 1  -  ectabl i Ghed  foundation  of  the  Mayor's  proposed  budget,  and 
found  ourselves  to  be  In  general  agreement  with  the  policle*  and 
priorities  of  that  proposal.   Our  jobs  were  made  easier  by  the 
Guperb  initial  work  of  the  Mayor's  budget  staff  and  the  forthright 
response  to  our  budget  review  by  department  heads  and  coomlBS ioneri . 

As  you  remember,  out  last  year's  budget  process  was  terribly 
difficult.   Our  then  newly-elected  Mayor  and  the  1988  Finance 
Committee  (Supervisors  Molinari,  Britt  and  Gonzalez)  were  forced  to 
dip  into  our  emergency  reserves  and  to  deny  city  employees  a 
cost-of-living  increase. 

However,  as  a  result  ot   a  cooperative  response  by  th«  Mayor  and 
the  Doard  of  Supervisors  to  that  deficit  crisis,  we  now  have  in 
[lace  new  mechanisms  for  generating  revenue  and  improved  municipal 
finance  practices  of  which  we  can  be  proud.   Earnings  from  our 
investment  portfolio  are  among  the  highest  in  the  state.   The 
business  license  tax  has  broadened  our  net  revenues  to  the  extent 
that  in  upcoming  years  it  may  be  possible  to  reduce  this  tax  to  a 
simple  fee.   Collaboration  between  the  Mayor's  Office,  City  Attorney 
and  Risk  Manager  has  substantially  reduced  claims  and  judgements 
against  the  city.   Coupled  with  more  effective  control  over 
departmental  spending  and  a  sound  local  economy,  these  Improved' 
fiscal  management  practices  have  offered  us  a  budget  which  is 
balanced,  prudent  and  on  absolutely  solid  ground. 

In  the  course  of  two  weeks  of  budget  hearings  and  review.  Budget 
Analyst  Harvey  Rose  identified  in  excess  of  $4.5  million  of  General 
Fund  appropriations  for  "add-ons"  to  the  Mayor's  proposed  budget. 
We  ace  gratified  that  the  Mayor  has  agreed  with  our  priorities  on 
allocating  those  funds,  as  reflected  in  his  attached  letter  of  June 
28th. 

This  is  in  many  senses  a  transition  year.   1  am  proud  of  the 
efforts  of  our  Finance  Committee  in  encouraging  that  transition. 

Let  this  be  known  as  the  year  that  San  Francisco  in  its  budget 
process  transitioned  from  crisis  orientation  to  a  deliberative  look 
at  the  future.   This  is  the  year  in  which  policies  and  priorities 
implicit  In  the  budget  were  closely  scrutinized  and  publicly 

discussed . 

This  1989-90  budget  will  be  recognised  Cor  providing  the 
flcxibllty  to  begin  to  offer  services  In  new  ways:  ways  which 
promote  long-term,  positive  Impact,  red-jce  our  reliance  on  costly 
acute  care  and  Institutional  care,  and  offer  new  opportunities  for 
prevention  programs.  Our  recommendations  will  therefore  serve  us 
well  both  in  the  present  and  in  the  future,  as  reflected  in  the 
following  actions  by  our  Finance  Committee: 

-At  the  urging  of  Supervisor  Doris  Ward,  wo  ensured  that  the 
Senior  Escort  Program  will  have  adequate  transition  funding  as 
it  moves  toward  centralized  administration. 

-The  funds  for  a  school-year  youth  employment  program  will  renew 
our  city's  efforts  to  provide  )obc  for  teenagers  while 
preventing  an  escalation  of  the  critical  problems  facing  our 
city's  youth. 

-  6  67 
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-Funds  for  altornJt  Iver.  to  Incarceration  will  bf-qln  to  trr.it  tlm 
homelecs,  the  mentally  111  and  the  addicted  In  the  cominunlty, 
while  jvoidln?  mote  expensive  and  let«-humane  Inetltutionn  ciich 
ac  Jailt. 

-Implementation  funds  for  an  Affordable  Housing  Action  Plan. 
which  have  been  placed  on  reserve  pending  approval  of  the  plin 
by  the  Beard  of  Supervisors,  will  enable  the  cootdinarion  of 
city-wide  programs  to  assist  moderate-income  families  to  obl.iin 
affordable  housing  while  offering  Co  these  vulnerable  families 
stability  and  a  stake  in  our  city's  future. 

-Restoration  oC  funds  which  were  proposed  for  some  corrmunity 
mental  health  and  neighborhood  health  programs  allow  a 
transition  from  existing  systems  to  an  increased  utilization  of 
coordinated  programs  and  tools  such  as  centralized  case 
management. 

In  addition  to  identifying  savings  to  be  re-allocated  or 
"added-on",  our  committee  elicited  from  departmental  spokesrersons 
substantive  information  about  policies  and  practices  of  their 
departments.   In  doing  so.  we  gleaned  significant  Information  which 
will  better  equip  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for 
critical  budgetary  decisions  In  subsequent  years. 

This  "policy-focus"  component  of  our  hearing  process  by  the 
Finance  Committee  resulted  in  several  achievements  of  which  we  are 
also  proud,  including: 

-Continuation  of  the  Work  Improvement  Project  (WIP)  based  on 
third-party,  neutral  facilitation.   Special  appreciation  goes 
to  Supervisor  Jim  Gonzalez  for  his  advocacy  of  this  outcome: 

•Prevented  the  elimination  of  polling  places  which  had  been 
reluctantly  proposed  by  the  Registrar  of  Voters  as  a 
cost-saving  measure: 

-Proposed  an  exploration  of  the  feasibility  of  creating  an

-Facilitated  through  the  efforts  of  Supervisor  Hallinan  a 
compromise  lease  arrangement  between  the  Recreation  and  Park 
Department  and  the  Haight-Ashbury  Recycling  Center;

The  Finance  Corrrittee  has  chosen  to  accept  rost  cf  th"  Mayor's 
revenue- genera t i nq  proposals,  including  a  self-supporting  Pent 
Arbitration  Doard  and  increased  parking  fines.   Mov°ver.  we  declined 
a  proposal  by  the  ^'ayor  to  transfer  J2.3  -illion  of  revenues  fro* 
the  Otfstreet  Parking  Fund  to  the  General  Fund.   In  the  course  of 
cur  hearings,  it  became  evident  that  this  transfer  was  not 
imperative  and  that  it  would  have  limited  the  city's  ability  to 
increase  parking  availability  in  high-need  neighborhoods.
